COST  OF  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  cost  of  the  Public  Health  Services  in  the  six  Rural  Districts 
to  the  local  rates  is  less  than  a penny  rate,  and  if  no  contribution 
were  obtained  from  Exchequer  grants,  the  local  cost  would  be 
less  than  a rate  of  three  half-pence.  These  services  include  salaries, 
fees  for  notifications  and  registrars’  returns,  printing,  stationery, 
postages,  telephones  and  disinfectants.

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During  the  past  twenty  years  the  general  death-rate  in  the 
six  Rural  Districts  has  fallen  from  14.4  per  1,000  of  the  population 
to  12.6  per  1,000,  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  has  dropped 
from  77  per  1,000  births  to  51  per  1,000. 

This  is  a fairly  satisfactory  record,  but  there  is  still  a large 
amount  of  preventable  sickness  which  though  not  immediately 
terminating  fatally  may  yet  be  the  cause  of  a shortened  life  and 
of  many  years  of  invalidism.  This  is  all  the  more  disappointing, 
because  research  has  brought  to  our  aid  scientifically  devised 
weapons  the  use  of  which  it  was  hoped  would  be  the  means  of 
very  materially  lessening  the  incidence  of  disease.  In  this  con- 
nexion three  diseases  stand  out  prominently.  Scarlet  fever. 
Diphtheria  and  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (Phthisis).  Scarlet  fever 
cases  have  been  dealt  with  by  hospital  isolation,  infectious  diphtheria 
cases  have  been  discovered  by  the  aid  of  bacteriology,  while  well- 
equipped  sanatoria  and  clinics  have  been  provided  for  Tuber- 
culous patients.  The  average  annual  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet 
fever  in  the  six  Rural  Districts  in  the  first  20  years  of  this  centur>' 
was  102,  and  in  1921  there  were  114  cases.  Of  Diphtheria,  the 
average  annual  number  was  52,  and  there  were  55  cases  in  1921. 
The  notification  of  Phthisis  has  been  in  force  since  1912,  in  which 
3^ear  117  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  66  in  1921.  I believe 
however,  that  a large  number  of  cases  escape  notification,  and 
am  led  to  this  conclusion  from  the  fact  that  of  the  deaths  registered 
from  Phthisis,  54  per  cent,  have  not  been  notified.  The  number  of 
fatal  cases  is  therefore  a more  reliable  index  of  the  amount  of  the 
disease  in  the  localit3^  In  the  first  20  3^ears  of  this  century,  the 
average  annual  number  of  deaths  was  46,  and  in  1921  there  were 
49.  It  appears  that  we  are  about  where  we  were  20  years  ago 
with  regard  to  these  three  diseases,  in  spite  of  the  special  efforts 
that  have  been  made  to  combat  them.  It  must  not  be  supposed 
that  I am  condemning  those  efforts,  or  suggesting  that  we  should 
discontinue  them.  I believe  if  we  had  not  made  them  we  should 
have  been  in  a much  worse  position  than  we  are,  but  while  we 
have  been  adopting  modern  methods  we  may  have  expected  too 
much  from  them  and  abandoned  measures  practised  in  former 
years. 
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The  sanitarians  of  the  19th  century  concerned  themselves 
mainly  with  the  removal  of  insanitary  conditions,  with  improving 
dwellings  and  their  surroundings,  providing  water  supplies,  etc., 
and  there  is  no  doubt  they  were  working  on  right  lines,  for 
they  were  increasing  the  resisting  power  of  the  individual  to  disease. 
Now-a-days  we  concern  ourselves  with  the  discovery  of  the  disease 
germ  and  its  eradication.  We  must  continue  to  do  so,  but  not 
to  the  neglect  of  more  hum-drum  or  less  attractive  proceedings. 

Sanitation  may  be  defined,  and  in  rural  districts  especially,  by 
the  one  word  “cleanliness.’'  Clean  air,  clean  surroundings,  domestic 
cleanliness  and  personal  cleanliness.  All  our  efforts  should  be 
to  this  end. 

In  manufacturing  districts  clean  air  is  not  easy  of  attainment, 
and  the  individual  householder  can  do  very  little  towards  securing 
it.  In  country  districts  it  is  far  otherwise,  for  foul  and  unclean 
air  is  there  produced  because  the  householder  is  either  too  ignorant 
or  more  often  too  lazy  to  take  even  the  simplest  steps  to  prevent 
the  pollution  of  the  air  he  breathes.  He  allows  accumulations 
of  liquid  and  solid  manure  to  remain  in  close  proximity  to  his 
dwelling,  actually  doing  harm,  while  adjacent  land  may  be  crying 
out  for  a fertilizer.  He  bears  with  the  offensive  and  may-be 
dangerous  emanations  from  his  privy,  distant  not  many  feet  from 
his  house,  though  by  the  simple  method  of  placing  in  it  daily  a 
spadeful  of  garden  soil  he  not  only  abolishes  the  offensiveness 
and  the  danger,  but  he  materially  increases  the  manurial  value 
of  the  privy  contents.  He  prefers,  apparently,  to  breathe  unclean 
air  although  clean  air  is  cheaper. 

Domestic  and  personal  cleanliness  are  not  altogether  to  be 
attained  by  individual  effort.  They  are  both  dependent  upon  a 
plentiful  supply  of  water,  and  one  of  the  most  crying  needs  of 
rural  districts  is  an  adequate  water  supply.  In  about  25  per 
cent,  of  cottages  in  the  six  Rural  Districts  there  is  no  water  supply 
on  the  premises,  and  in  about  10  per  cent,  it  has  to  be  carried 
bucketful  by  bucketful  from  a source  distant  at  least  100  yards. 
In  such  cases  it  is  not  difficult  to  imagine  that  personal  washing, 
the  washing  of  clothes  and  household  washing  must  be  ver\' 
inadequately  carried  out. 
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One  of  the  most  important  duties  of  a Rural  District  Council 
is  that  cast  upon  it  by  the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878,  of 
seeing  that  every  occupied  house  in  the  district  has  within  a 
reasonable  distance  a supply  of  wholesome  water  sufficient  for 
the  consumption  and  use  for  domestic  purposes  of  the  inmates  of 
the  house.  I am  convinced  that  if  this  duty  were  energetically 
carried  out,  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  inhabitants  would 
be  enormously  increased. 


DIP  WELDS. 

There  are  in  nearty  all  parts  of  the  district  dip  wells  which 
provide  the  only  source  of  supply  for  drinking  purposes  for  the 
inhabitants.  The  readiness  with  which  they  can  be  contaminated 
is  a distinct  source  of  danger.  A dirty  bucket  may  be  dipped  into 
them,  or  they  may  actually  be  fouled  by  faecal  matter.  Where 
they  are  situated  on  a slope  there  should  not  be  any  difficulty 
in  making  them  quite  safe  by  enclosing  them  and  providing  an 
outlet  by  a pipe  to  slightly  lower  ground,  as  shown  in  the  following 
sketch  :

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  residential  houses  and  an  increasing  number  of  farm 
houses  are  provided  with  water  closets,  and  in  a few  districts  there 
is  combined  drainage.  For  the  vast  majority  of  houses  there 
are  privies  or  pail  closets.  The  slop-water  drains  from  man}^ 
cottages  empty  into  the  nearest  roadside  ditch,  a practice  which 
has  been  condemned  by  me  over  and  over  again.  This  is  the  case 
even  in  recently  erected  cottages,  and  will  only  lead  to  much  future 
trouble. 

The  following  memorandum  issued  by  the  County  Land 
Agent  to  the  tenants  of  Small  Holdings  is  so  well  conceived  that 
no  excuse  is  needed  for  reproducing  it  : — 

1.  Once  a week  pour  a kettle  full  of  boiling  water  with 
plenty  of  soda  in  it  down  the  scullery  sink,  and  pour  another 
one  down  the  gully  outside. 

2.  Do  not  try  to  pour  your  tea-leaves  down  the  sink  or 
gulley. 

3.  Do  not  try  to  get  potato  peelings,  small  pieces  of  soap, 
or  anything  solid  down  the  sink  or  gulley  outside.  All  solids 
should  be  put  in  the  dustbin  or  E.C. 

4.  Do  not  lift  the  grid  of  the  gulley  outside  at  all.  except 
for  one  purpose,  and  that  is  to  clean  it  out. 

5.  Carry  liquid  slops  from  upstairs  or  anywhere  else 
and  pour  down  the  gulley  outside. 

6.  Bale  out  and  clean  out  the  small  concrete  collecting 
tank  or  sump  in  the  garden  where  there  is  one,  and  throw  the 
liquid  and  solids  on  your  g'arden.  Do  this  about  once  a 
month. 

7.  Once  a month  rake  over  the  ashes  at  the  end  of  the 
drain. 

8.  Do  not  let  the  children  play  around  the  drain  end. 
The  best  means  to  prevent  this  is  to  fence  the  filter  bed  round, 
thus  keeping  livestock  away  as  well  as  children. 

9.  Drains  are  not  intended  to  and  will  not  take  any 
solids  or  filth.  If  you  value  your  health,  pay  a little  attention 
to  your  drains;  it  will  repay  the  trouble. 


SCHEME  OF  THE  DISTRICT  COUNCILS  FOR  THE  PROVISION  OF  NEW  HOUSES  UNDER  SECTION  L 
OF  THE  HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING  &c.  ACT,  1919. 

The  Scheme  should  include  any  proposals  which  have  already  been  submitted  for  approval  as  assisted  Schemes. 
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HOUSING. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1913  I wrote  : — 

“ There  is  nowhere  any  crowding  of  houses  on  area,  and 
only  rarely  any  crowding  of  persons  in  houses. 

There  is  quite  an  appreciable  number  of  good  houses  suitable 
to  the  wants  of  the  labouring  classes,  though  many  houses 
are  old  and  bordering  between  habitable  and  uninhabitable. 
A fair  number  are  occupied,  because  there  are  no  others  avail- 
able. In  very  few  parishes  are  there  ever  any  empty  houses. 

A very  striking  circumstance  which  has  beconme  evident 
through  the  carrying  out  of  the  house  inspections  is  the  com- 
paratively large  number  of  persons  who  pay  no  rent  for  their 
houses.  This  is  sometimes  because  the  owner  is  charitably 
disposed,  and  sometimes  because  he  is  unable  to  get  any  rent, 
although  the  occupier  may  be  in  work.  In  other  cases,  the 
house  is  in  such  a bad  state  that  the  owner  would  gladly  have 
it  closed,  but  allows  it  to  be  occupied  because  no  better  house 
is  available. 

A very  distinct  want  in  some  districts  is  two-roomed  cot- 
tages for  old-age  pensioners.” 

In  the  same  Report  I stated  that  the  general  character  of 
the  defects  found  in  the  houses  inspected  were  : Dampness ; no 
eaves  gutters  ; no  damp  course  ; defective  roofs,  walls  and  ceilings, 
dilapidated  privies ; untrapped  drains ; badly  constructed  and 
unprotected  wells. 

In  the  intervening  years,  partly  owing  to  the  War  and  latterly 
to  the  economic  condition  of  the  country,  very  few  houses  have 
been  repaired,  and  at  most  only  about  100  new  dwellings  have 
been  erected,  including  82  under  the  assiste'd  schemes.  Between 
1911  and  1921,  the  total  population  of  the  six  districts  decreased 
by  about  750.  In  the  Hereford  Rural  District  there  was  an  in- 
crease of  about  300.  In  Ledbury  Rural  District  the  population 
was  .stationary ; in  Weobley,  the  decrease  was  about  300,  and  in 
Bromyard  Rural,  Dore  and  Leominster  there  was  a decrease  in 
each  district  of  about  250. 
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In  spite  of  this  decreased  population  in  four  districts,  the 
conditions  as  described  in  1913  apply  generally  in  1921,  and  unless 
more  houses  are  repaired  and  new  ones  erected,  they  wiU  be  ac- 
centuated as  the  years  go  by.  This  opinion  is  borne  out  by  the 
fact  that  in  all  the  districts  there  are  houses  occupied  on  sufferance, 
because  no  others  are  available.  At  the  Housing  Surve}^  in  1919 
it  was  found  that  5 per  cent,  of  the  working-class  houses  were 
seriously  defective  and  25  per  cent,  needed  repair. 

The  Ministry  of  Health,  on  page  10  of  the  “ Manual  on  Unfit 
Houses,”  has  suggested  that : — ^ 

A fit  house  should  be  ; — 

(i)  free  from  serious  dampness  ; 

{2)  satisfactorily  lighted  and  ventilated  ; 

(3)  properly  drained  and  provided  with  adequate  sanitary 

conveniences,  and  with  a sink  and  suitable  arrange- 
ments for  disposing  of  slop  water ; and 

(4)  in  good  general  repair  ; 

and  should  have 

(5)  a satisfactory  water  supply  ; 

(6)  adequate  washing  accommodation  ; 

{7)  adequate  facilities  for  preparing  and  cooking  food  ; and 

(8)  a well-ventilated  store  for  food. 

NEW  HOUSES. 

The  Housing  Schemes  adopte*d  by  the  six  Rural  Districts  in 
1919  and  1920  provided  for  the  erection  of  455  houses  in  73  of 
the  172  parishes  in  the  districts  (see  page  ii).  At  the  end  of  1921 
there  were  completed  and  occupied  82  houses  and  14  (all  in  Hereford 
Rural  District)  were  approaching  completion.  These  96  houses 
are  in  20  parishes.  In  Dore  and  Weobley  districts  no  houses  were 
erected.  Further  progress  of  the  schemes  was  abandoned  on 
instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  the  Summer  of  1921. 

The  weekly  rentals,  exclusive  of  rates,  are  7s.  6d.  in  Bromyard, 
Eeominster  and  Hereford  (except  in  Hampton  Bishop  and  Withing- 
ton,  where  they  are  9s.),  and  8s.  6d.  in  Ledbury.  Among  the 
82  tenants,  28  are  labourers,  20  journeymen  tradesmen,  13  railway- 
men,  6 motor  drivers,  3 clerks,  2 postmen,  and  there  are  a roadman, 
a farm  bailifi,  a general  dealer  and  a retired  tradesman.  Six  of 
the  tenants  are  widows. 

In  addition  to  these  Council  houses,  ten  houses  were  erected 
by  private  enterprise,  for  nine  of  which  a subsidy  was  granted. 


Drainage:  Details 
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I am  indebted  to  the  Small  Holdings  Department  of  the 
Herefordshire  County  Council  for  the  plans  on  pages  14,  16  of  the 
Dairy -type  ” cottages  in  course  of  erection  on  the  Nieuport 
Estate  at  Almeley,  and  for  the  following  details  of  construction : — 

“ The  aim  has  been  to  design  a simple  and  compact  cottage 
providing  the  standard  accommodation  and  free  from  all 
breaks  in  outline  of  plan  or  roof,  which  apart  from  giving  a 
fussiness  of  appearance,  foreign  to  our  countr}-  districts,  only 
adds  to  the  cost  of  the  house. 

Plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Ministries  of  Health 
and  Agriculture,  and  five  cottages  are  now  being  erected  at  a 
cost  of  £679  los.  od.  each,  which  is  a very  favourable  price 
for  houses  of  this  accommodation  in  Herefordshire,  particularly 
when  one  considers  the  difficulties  of  the  site  and  the  fact 
that  the  cottages  are  a long  distance  apart. 

Water  is  provided  in  one  case  by  gravity  from  a Spring, 
and  in  the  other  cases  by  wells,  one  to  each  cottage. 

Drainage  is  as  shown  on  Plan.  A deep  sink  with  standing 
waste  being  provided  in  each  scullery  for  washing  purposes 
and  a place  for  a bath,  in  case  it  is  desired  at  some  future 
time  to  provide  one. 

Construction. — iiin.  hollow  brick  walls  and  slate  roofs  to 
the  Standard  Specifications  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  a 
boarded  floor  is  provided  in  parlours.” 

THE  CLOSING  OF  HOUSES. 

As  the  question  of  the  closing  of  uninhabitable  houses  does 
not  appear  to  be  quite  understood  by  some  members  of  the  Rural 
District  Councils,  it  may  be  desirable  to  set  out  the  procedure 
as  laid  down  b}^  Act  of  Parliament. 

Section  17  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.,  Act,  1909, 
lays  a duty  upon  every  Rural  District  Council  of  causing  to  be  made 
from  time  to  time  an  inspection  of  their  district  with  a view  to 
ascertain  whether  there  is  in  the  district  any  dwelling-house  in 
a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation. 

Article  II.  of  the  Housing  Regulations,  1909,  requires  that 
this  inspection  shall  be  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
or  by  an  officer  designated  by  the  Council,  but  acting  under  his 
direction  and  supervision.  In  each  of  the  six  Rural  Districts 
the  officer  so  designated  is  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
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Section  30  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890, 
casts  upon  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  the  duty  of  representing 
to  the  Rural  District  Council  any  dwelling-house  which  appears 
to  him  to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to 
be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  This  representation  must  be  in 
writing,  and  may  be  made  by  any  person  duly  authorised  to  act 
temporarily  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Section  79),  or  it  may 
be  made  by  any  other  officer  of  the  District  Council,  or  information 
may  be  given  a District  Council  relating  to  an  unfit  dwelling  from 
any  source. 

It  is  the  statutory  duty  (Section  17,  1909  Act)  of  the  District 
Council  to  consider  the  official  representation  or  the  unofficial 
information,  and  if  it  appears  to  the  Council  that  the  dwelling- 
house  concerned  is  unfit  for  human  habitation,  the  Council  must 
order  it  to  be  closed  until  it  is  made  fit.  This  is  technically  the 
“ Closing  Order.” 

In  order  to  be  perfectly  fair  both  to  owner  and  occupier,  it 
is  the  practice  of  each  of  the  six  Rural  District  Councils  not  to 
consider  either  official  representation  or  unofficial  information 
at  the  meeting  at  which  they  are  received  by  the  Council,  but 
notice  is  sent  to  owner  and  occupier  that  they  will  be  considered 
by  the  Council  at  a subsequent  meeting,  the  time  and  place  being 
indicated  on  the  notice. 

At  this  subsequent  meeting,  which  is  always  four  weeks  later 
than  the  first  meeting,  if  the  house  in  question  is  unoccupied,  a 
Closing  Order  is  usually  made.  If  the  house  is  occupied,  every 
consideration  is  given  to  the  occupier  in  order  that  another  house 
may  be  found,  and  in  view  of  the  scarcity  of  houses  it  is  now  only 
in  extreme  cases  that  a Council  puts  in  force  its  full  powers  of 
closing.  Such  an  extreme  case  is  where  the  structure  of  a house 
is  so  bad  that  injury,  fatal  or  otherwise,  might  result  to  the  occu- 
piers by  continued  occupation. 

When  a Closing  Order  has  been  made,  a copy  of  the  Order 
is  sent  to  the  owner,  and  although  there  is  no  obligation  to  do  so, 
a copy  is  also  sent  to  the  occupier.  The  owner  may  appeal  against 
the  Order  to  the  Minister  of  Health  within  fourteen  days  from 
receipt  of  the  Closing  Order.  If  he  appeals,  no  further  action 
can  be  taken  by  the  Council  until  the  result  of  the  appeal  is  known. 
If  the  appeal  is  not  allowed,  or  if  no  appeal  is  made,  the  Council 
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must  serve  a notice  on  the  occupier  informing  him  that  within 
a specified  period,  which  must  be  not  less  than  14  days  (the  six 
Rural  Councils  usually  specify  28  days),  he  and  his  family  must 
cease  to  occupj^  the  house. 

If  at  the  end  of  the  specified  period  the  tenant  still  occupies 
the  house,  he  ma}^  be  taken  before  the  Justices,  who  can  order 
him  to  quit  the  house  within  a stated  time. 

Provision  is  made  in  the  Housing  Act  of  1909  for  the  de- 
molition, under  certain  circumstances,  of  a house  which  has  been 
formally  closed. 

There  appears  to  be  an  impression  in  some  quarters  that  a 
house  once  having  been  formally  closed  as  unfit  for  habitation, 
it  can  never  under  an}"  circumstances  again  be  occupied  as  a 
dwelling.  This  is  not  so.  The  effective  words  of  the  Closing  Order 
are  : “ We,  the  said  Rural  District  Council,  do  by  this  our  Order 
prohibit  the  use  of  the  said  dwelling-house  for  human  habitation, 
until,  in  our  judgment,  it  is  rendered  fit  for  that  pur|3ose.”  Neither 
the  Councils  nor  the  Sanitary"  Officers  place  any  obstacles  in  the 
way  of  an  owner  of  a closed  house  making  it  fit  once  again  for 
occupation,  and  directly  this  is  done  the  Council  is  recommended 
to  cancel  the  Closing  Order,  when  the  house  can  be  re-occupied. 
In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  disposition  of  owners 
of  unfit  houses  to  make  them  habitable. 

HOP-PICKERS. 

Hop-pickers  to  the  number  of  about  12,000  (in  1920  there 
were  about  10,000)  came  into  the  Bromyard,  Hereford,  Eedbury, 
Eeominster  and  Weobley  districts  during  the  hop-picking  season 
of  1921  from  Staffordshire,  Cheltenham,  Worcestershire  and  South 
Wales. 

The  quarters  provided  for  them  are  of  various  kinds.  There 
are  specially  erected  buildings,  some  of  brick,  others  of  wood  or 
corrugated  iron.  On  several  farms  there  are  well-constructed 
Nissen  huts,  and  on  a few  there  are  bell  tents.  Of  these  types 
of  quarters  there  is  as  a rule  ver}"  little  to  complain.  But  the 
same  cannot  generally  be  said  of  those  which  include  barns,  lofts, 
stables,  cowsheds  and  even  pig-styes,  though  every  effort  is  made 
to  get  even  these  reasonably  clean  and  free  from  manurial  accu- 
mulations. 
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I have  long  been  of  opinion  that  more  local  pickers  might 
be  employed,  and  in  the  summer  of  1921  a determined  effort  was 
made  in  this  direction  so  far  as  Hereford  Rural  District  was  con- 
cerned. A few  Hereford  ladies  met  in  conference  some  of  the 
local  growers,  and  a scheme  was  set  on  foot  to  organise  gangs  of 
pickers  from  Hereford,  who  could  be  allotted  to  the  hop-yards 
in  the  district.  The  hop-growers  were  very  sympathetic,  and  the 
ladies  worked  extremely  hard  to  make  the  scheme  a success.  The 
results  were,  however,  disappointing,  for  barely  two  hundred 
pickers  were  found  jobs.  This  partial  failure  of  the  scheme  was 
largely  due  to  the  great  cost  of  transporting  the  pickers  from 
their  homes  in  Hereford  to  the  hop-yards,  though  the  fact  must 
not  be  lost  sight  of  that  the  home  pickers  are  said  to  be  much  less 
regular  in  their  work  than  those  who  are  imported.  Except  for 
this,  the  home-pickers  are  preferred  by  the  growers. 

SCHOOLS. 

A table  will  be  found  in  each  section  of  the  Report  giving 
the  sanitary  accommodation,  water  supplies,  etc.,  of  the  schools. 

The  surroundings  of  the  school  buildings  are  for  the  most 
part  satisfactory,  situated  as  they  are  in  country  districts. 

Natural  ventilation  of  the  buildings  is  resorted  to  in  all  cases. 
The  methods  adopted  in  addition  to  open  windows  include  louvred 
openings  in  the  gable  ends  of  buildings,  ridge  ventilators  and 
Tobin’s  tubes.  There  are  several  of  the  last-named  so  fixed  that 
it  is  impossible  to  clean  out  the  horizontal  part,  so  that  it  becomes 
a permanent  dust  receptacle,  and  the  contents  are  from  time  to 
time  blown  into  the  school  room. 

In  the  planning  of  many  of  the  schools  too  little  attention 
has  been  paid  to  the  position  of  the  windows,  which  ought  to  be 
placed  so  that  the  light  falls  on  the  left  side  of  the  scholar.  In 
any  other  position  a shadow  falls  on  the  desk,  and  the  child  turns 
his  body  round  into  an  abnormal  posture,  which  may  result  in 
permanent  injury.  The  windows  are  mostly  glazed  with  clear 
glass,  but  in  a few  ribbed  glass  is  employed,  thus  depriving  the 
school-rooms  of  a portion  of  the  light  to  which  they  are  entitled. 

Heating  as  a rule  is  by  means  of  open  fire  places.  In  several 
schools  there  are  stoves  with  pipe  smoke  flues  passing  through 
the  wall  or  roof.  This  is  altogether  opposed  to  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Education  with  respect  to  new  schools. 
Where  the  stove  is  of  cast  iron,  and  coke  is  employed  as  a fuel, 
there  is  a very  distinct  danger  to  the  occupants  of  the  room,  who 
may  suffer  from  intermittent  headache,  a feeling  of  nausea  and 
loss  of  appetite. 
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Water  closets  are  not  very  general.  They  are  to  be  found 
at  the  'schools  at  Col  wall,  Weobley  (flushed  with  an  automatic 
tipper),  Kastnor,  Mathon,  Crasswall,  Michaelchurch  and  Vow- 
church.  Before  the  War  there  was  a steady  annual  conversion 
of  the  very  insanitary  and  objectionable  t^’pe  of  privy  closet  to 
pail  closets  with  the  use  of  earth.  A recent  notable  instance  is 
that  of  the  Stoke  Lacy  schools,  where  the  privies  have  been  done 
away  with.  Now  that  times  are  becoming  more  normal,  the 
Local  Education  Authority  ought  to  insist  on  the  abolition  of  all 
school  privies. 

The  urinals  at  many  schools  require  more  attention  than 
is  at  present  given  them,  owing  to  the  absence  at  most  of  them 
of  any  means  of  flushing. 

With  few  exceptions  the  cloak  rooms  are  in  the  entrance 
lobbies,  and  are  not  satisfactory. 

At  a few  schools  water  is  laid  on  through  pipes,  but  at  the 
majority  there  is  a supply  from  a well  provided  with  a pump. 
There  is  no  water  on  the  premises  for  drinking  purposes  at  the 
following  schools : Castle  Frome,  Little  Birch,  Hatfield,  Kim- 
bolton,  Monkland,  Orleton,  Weobley,  Canon  Pyon. 

Fixed  lavatory  basins  are  being  installed  in  an  increasing 
number  of  schools,  but  the  absence  of  a piped  water  supply  militates 
against  their  use.  It  is  only  rarely  that  soap  or  towels  are  provided. 
At  Credenhill  there  is  an  excellent  arrangement  for  supplying 
water  to  the  fixed  basins  through  a rain-water  tank  provided 
with  a tap,  and  so  placed  that  the  roof  water  drains  into  the 
tank. 

A few  playgrounds  are  covered  with  asphalt,  but  the  majority 
have  gravel  or  chippings  on  them ; the  latter  is  very  destructive 
to  boots.  The  cleanliness  of  a school  is  ver\^  materially  affected 
by  the  condition  of  the  surface  of  the  playground.  At  the  Ode 
Pychard,  Credenhill  and  Withington  schools  there  are  excellent 
covered  shelters  in  the  playgrounds. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

It  is  well  know'n  that  rats  destroy  food  and  other  material 
to  the  value  of  many  thousands  of  pounds  annually.  As  carriers 
of  disease,  they  are  a ver}^  distinct  and  real  menace  to  health.  It 
behoves  every  person  to  do  all  that  is  possible  to  get  rid  of  these 
pests,  and  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  imposes  a 
penalty  upon  any  person  who  fails  to  take  all  necessary  and  reason- 
ably practical  steps  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  on  or  in  any 
land  of  which  he  is  occupier,  or  for  preventing  such  land  from 
becoming  infested  with  rats  or  mice. 

Like  everything  else,  there  is  a difficult  and  an  easy  method 
of  getting  rid  of  rats.  Those  who  desire  to  adopt  the  easy  method 
should  confer  with  Mr.  Davies,  Herefordshire  County  Agricultural 
Department,  St.  John  Street,  Hereford.  He  is  very  anxious  to 
arrange  for  organised  drives  in  specific  areas,  as  individual  effort 
is  not  so  satisfactor3^

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  by 
a District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  Count}^  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council.  The 
District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntary  contributions 
and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses  are 
appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  midwives. 

The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  four  (i  trained)  Midwives  practising  in  the  Rural 
District. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918,  by 
the  County  Council.

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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  (31). 

There  are  no  regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Orders  in  force  in  the  district.  It  is  very  desirable 
they  should  be  made.  Accumulations  of  manure  are  frequently 
found  near  to  the  milking  sheds.  Little  or  no  attention  is  paid 
to  the  cleanliness  of  the  milkers’  hands  or  of  the  cows’  teats. 

There  are  31  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  registered  in  the  Rural 
District.  No  action  was  taken  during  1921,  with  respect  to  them 
under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  (3) 

I repeat  the  recommendation  made  in  previous  reports  that 
application  should  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  276  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  for  an 
Order  investing  the  District  Council  with  powers  to  make  b^^-laws 
with  respect  to  slaughter-houses. 

The  grounds  on  which  I consider  such  application  should  be 
made  are  the  difficulty  of  efficient  supervision  when  the  occupier 
has  no  definite  regulations  to  follow  and  the  impossibility  of 
adequate  inspection  of  meat  slaughtered  on  premises  over  which 
we  have  no  control. 

It  is  not  possible  to  say  in  which  parishes  slaughter-houses 
are  likely  to  be  required  in  the  future.  I consider  that  the  Order 
if  made  should  apply  to  the  Bromyard  Rural  District, 

There  are  at  present  slaughter-houses  in  the  parishes  of  Ode 
Pychard,  Stoke  Lacy  and  Whitbourne.  The  buildings  are  of  brick 
with  tiled  roofs.  There  is  a water  supply  on  the  premises,  and  the 
drainage  flows  over  land.  The  floor  of  the  Ode  Pychard  building 
is  of  brick,  and  that  at  Stoke  Lacy  of  concrete. 

BAKEHOUSES  (8). 

The  walls  and  ceilings  of  a public  bakehouse  are  required 
to  be  whitewashed  at  least  every  six  months.  A printed  card 
pointing  out  this  obligation  is  placed  in  each  bakehouse.  A copy 
of  the  card  is  given  in  the  1912  Report.  There  are  bakehouses 
in  Bishop’s  Frome  (2),  Cradle^^  (2),  Hampton  Charles,  Little 
Cowarne,  Ode  Pychard  and  Whitbourne.  They  are  aU  struc- 
turally good  and  are  well  kept. 


The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  not  administered  by  the 
District  Council. 
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WORKSHOPS. 

From  information  furnished  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  there 
has  been  made  a Register  of  the  Workshops  situated  within  the 
Bromyard  Rural  District.

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HOP-PICKERS. 

No  by-laws  with  respect  to  hop-pickers’  quarters  are  in  force 
in  the  district.  Many  of  the  hop-growers  are  anxious  to  make 
the  pickers  comfortable,  and  it  is  unfair  to  them  that  all  the  quarters 
should  not  be  brought  up  to  the  same  standard.  The  by-laws  are 
not  exacting.  I must  once  again  repeat  that  the  following  matters 
should  be  insisted  upon  : — 

1.  The  limewashing  of  the  inside  walls  of  all  buildings  during 

the  week  prior  to  their  occupation  by  the  pickers. 

2.  The  cleansing  of  the  floors  of  all  buildings,  especially  of 

stables  and  cowsheds  prior  to  their  occupation. 

3.  The  clearing  away  of  accumulations  of  manure  from  the 

proximity  of  the  quarters. 

4.  The  provision  of  adequate  privy  accommodation. 

5.  The  provision  of  cooking  places. 

6.  The  provision  of  a proper  supply  of  water  on  the  premises. 

WATER  SUPPEY. 

In  no  part  of  the  district  is  there  a combined  piped  water 
supply.  Shallow  wells,  mostly  without  pumps,  springs  and  dip 
wells  are  in  common  use.  The  dip  wells  are  liable  to  be  polluted, 
and  should  be  dealt  with  as  far  as  practicable  as  suggested  on 
page  9.  A large  number  of  houses  have  no  water  on  the  premises, 
and  it  has  to  be  carried  in  buckets  or  otherwise.  The  inhabitants 
of  the  parish  of  Norton  on  Bromyard  Downs  are  particularly  badly 
placed  in  this  respect.  Some  years  ago  an  attempt  was  made  to 
provide  a piped  supply  in  this  parish,  but  it  did  not  materialise. 
There  is  no  supply  on  the  school  premises  at  Cradley  (Storridge), 
Stoke  Eacy  and  Ullingswick.  Of  the  nine  samples  sent  for  analysis 
in  1921,  five  were  reported  as  good,  one  as  suspicious  and  three  as 
bad. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

There  is  no  combined  drainage  in  the  district.  The  drainage 
from  the  Workhouse,  in  the  parish  of  Einton,  is  treated  in  a septic 
tank  and  over  three  bacteria  contact  beds,  the  effluent  flowing 
into  an  adjoining  ditch.  The  conditions  described  on  page  10 
apply  very  generally  to  the  Bromyard  Rural  District. 

C 
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SCHOOI.S  (i6). 

The  table  on  page  34  sets  out  the  sanitary  condition,  etc., 
of  the  schools  in  the  Bromyard  Rural  District.  On  page  19  will 
be  found  some  general  remarks  and  recommendations  with  respect 
to  schools. 

The  following  schools  were  closed  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  during  1921  : — 

Bishop’s  Frome — ist  April  to  28th  April — Measles. 

Cradley — 4th  March  to  nth  March — -Severe  colds. 

Stoke  Lacy — ■29th  November  to  22nd  December — ^Scarlet  fever. 

Upper  Sapey. — 25th  May  to  8th  June — Chicken-pox. 

HOUSING. 

The  housing  scheme  adopted  by  the  Bromyard  Rural  District 
Council  in  1919  provided  for  the  erection  of  26  houses  within  two 
years  (see  page  ii).  Four  sites  were  purchased  in  the  parishes 
respectively  of  Felton,  Much  Cowarne  (two  sites)  and  Stoke  Uacy. 
Four  houses  were  erected  in  Stoke  Lacy.  Two  are  occupied  by 
farm  labourers,  one  by  a farm  bailiff,  and  one  by  a roadman,  at 
a weekly  rental  of  7s.  6d.  exclusive  of  rates.  The  Ministry  of 
Health  having  informed  the  Council  that  the  scheme  must  be 
abandoned,  the  land  in  Felton  and  Much  Cowarne  has  been  let.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever,  4 cases  in  3 parishes. 

Diphtheria,  20  cases  (3  deaths),  in  12  houses,  in  seven  different 
parishes.  One  case  was  removed  to  the  Hereford  Rural  Isolation 
Hospital.  Fifteen  cases  (seven  in  one  house)  were  associated  with 
the  Newton  Schools.  The  throats  of  all  the  children  were  examined 
bacteriologically,  and  carriers  kept  from  school  attendance.  Two 
of  the  three  fatal  cases  were  visitors  to  the  district,  and  were 
infected  in  their  own  homes. 

PHTHISIS— 6 Cases,  9 Deaths. 

The  deaths  occurred  among  residents  in  the  parishes  of  Bacton, 
Kingstone  (2),  Madley  (2),  Michaelchurch,  Newton,  Peterchurch 
and  St.  Margarets. 

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER 
INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  homes

Nursing  Association  for  the  following  parishes : —

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  by 
a District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council. 
The  District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntary  contri- 
butions and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses 
are  appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  six  (five  trained)  Midwives  practising  in  the  Rural 
District. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918, 
by  the  County  Council. 

Clinics  and  treatment  centres — none. 
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Hospitals  : — 

General — Herefordshire  General  Hospital,  Hereford  City. 

Poor  Law  Infirmaries — Dore  Union  Infirmary,  Abbeydore, 
22  beds. 

Special  Hospitals — Isolation  Hospital,  Credenhill,  for  small- 
pox,  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 

Hereford  Victoria  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital. 

Ambulance  P'acilities. — A Motor  Ambulance  owned  by 
the  Hereford  Rural  District  Council,  stationed  at  the  City 
Garage,  Eign  Street,  Hereford  (Telephone,  1174),  is  available  for 
the  removal  of  infectious  cases  on  payment  of  mileage  charges. 

A Motor  Ambulance,  presented  by  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society,  is  stationed  at  Messrs.  Connelly  Bros.,  Commercial  Road,

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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  (6). 

There  are  six  dairies  registered  in  the  Dore  Rural  District. 
No  action  was  taken  during  1921  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Orders. 

Regulations  have  been  in  force  since  1889. 

The  principal  cause  of  complaint  with  regard  to  cowsheds 
is  the  accumulation  of  manure  which  is  often  to  be  found  right 
up  to  the  milking  sheds.  More  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
personal  cleanliness  of  the  milkers  and  to  the  cleansing  of  the 
udders. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  (6). 

There  are  slaughter-houses  in  the  parishes  of  Ewyas  Harold, 
Kentchurch  (Pontrilas),  Longtown,  Madley  (2)  and  Peterchurch. 
They  require  to  be  more  frequently  inspected  if  they  are  to  be 
kept  in  a really  cleanly  state. 

There  are  no  By-laws  in  force  with  respect  to  slaughter-houses, 
but  the  District  Council  possess  Urban  Powers  relating  to  them. 

BAKEHOUSES  (8). 

There  are  public  bakehouses  in  the  parishes  of  Longtown  (3), 
Vowchurch,  Abbeydore,  Peterchurch,  Ewyas  Harold  and  Kent- 
church. 

They  are  kept  in  a fairly  good  condition,  though  some  require 
constant  inspection,  more  especially  with  respect  to  the  removal 
of  manure,  8:c.,  from  the  vicinity  of  the  bakehouse  premises. 


The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  not  administered  by  the 
District  Council. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  are  combined  piped  water  supplies  to  houses  in  the 
parishes  of  Ewyas  Harold,  Kentchurch  (Pontrilas),  Longtown, 
Michaelchurch,  Peterchurch  and  Vowchurch.  In  the  district 
generally  shallow  wells  and  springs  provide  a supply.  In  many 
cases  it  is  several  hundred  yards  from  the  houses.  Open  dip 
wells  should  be  dealt  with  wherever  practicable,  as  described  on 
page  9. 

There  is  a very  inadequate  supply  to  many  houses  in  the 
upper  part  of  Longtown  and  in  Llanveynoe,  also  to  houses  in 
parts  of  Abbeydore,  in  Orcop,  and  on  Vowchurch  Common.  Of 
the  three  samples  sent  for  analysis,  one  was  reported  as  bad. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

There  is  combined  drainage  to  a few  houses  in  Ewyas  Harold, 
Madley  and  Peterchurch.  The  Peterchurch  drain  was  re-laid 
and  openings  re-trapped  at  the  cost  of  the  property  owners  using 
it.  This  drain  takes  the  surface  water  from  the  main  road,  and 
it  is  extremely  likely  that  the  Herefordshire  County  Council,  which 
is  now  the  highway  authority,  will  have  to  make  some  additional 
provision  for  this.  The  conditions  described  on  page  lo  apply 
very  generally  to  the  Dore  Rural  District. 

SCHOOES  (15). 

The  table  on  page  47  sets  out  the  sanitary  condition,  etc., 
of  the  schools  in  the  Dore  Rural  District.  On  page  19  will  be 
found  some  general  remarks  and  recommendations  with  respect 
to  schools. 

The  following  school  was  closed  by  the  School  Medical  Officer 
during  1921  : — 

Newton — 2nd  June  to  loth  June,  4th  July  to  8th  July,  28th 
November  to  22nd  December — Diphtheria. 

HOP-PICKERS. 

Hops  are  grown  in  Madley  parish,  where  only  local  pickers 
are  employed.  There  are  no  by-laws  with  respect  to  hop-pickers.

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HOUSING. 

The  housing  scheme  adopted  by  the  Dore  Rural  District 
Council  in  1919  provided  for  the  erection  of  36  houses  within  three 
years.  Sites  were  approved  for  the  erection  of  24  houses  in  eight 
parishes,  and  plans  were  approved  by  the  Housing  Commissioner 
for  parlour-type  houses.,  It  was  proposed  to  carry  out  the  work 
by  direct  labour  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Virgo,  the  Surveyor 
to  the  District  Council.  A certain  amount  of  timber  was  pur- 
chased, but  before  any  work  was  actually  begun  the  Ministry  of 
Health  informed  the  Council  that  the  scheme  must  be  abandoned.

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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

A description  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  will  be  found  on  page  95 
of  the  1904  Report  and  page  54  of  the  1920  Report.  The 
Weobley  Rural  District  Council  pays  a retaining  fee  for  the  use 
of  at  least  two  beds.  If  accommodation  is  available,  patients  are 
also  received  from  the  Dore  and  Ledbury  Rural  Districts. 

The  Hospital  was  occupied  on  308  days  in  1921.  The 
minimum  accommodation  is  for  19  patients  on  a basis  of  2,000 
cubic  feet  of  air  space  for  each  patient.  The  largest  number  of 
patients  on  any  one  day  was  16.  On  57  days  the  Hospital  was 
empty  and  on  12 1 days  there  was  only  one  patient.

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  by  a 
District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council.  The 
District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntary  contributions 
and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses  are 
appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  ten  (5  trained)  Midwives  practising  in  the  Rural 
District. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918,  by 
the  County  Council. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. — The  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
provided  by  the  County  Council  in  Hereford  is  available  for  the 
Hereford  Rural  District.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  from 
9.30  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m.  every  Wednesday  and  Saturday.

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  DISINFECTION  AND 
DISINFESTATION. 

A modern  Steam  Disinfector  is  installed  at  the  Hereford  Union 
Workhouse,  and  is  used  by  the  Hereford  Rural  District  Council. 
Three  lots  of  bedding  were  disinfected  in  it  during  1921. 

Household  disinfection  is  carried  out  with  Formalin  lamps 
and  Formalin  spray.  The  number  of  rooms  disinfected  was  92, 
and  the  number  of  lots  of  bedding,  &c.,  was  60.  Two  schools  were 
disinfected  during  the  year. 
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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  (82). 

Vei*y  special  efforts  were  made  to  obtain  the  registration  of 
ah  registerable  dairies  and  cowsheds  in  the  district.  At  the  end 
of  1921  there  were  82  on  the  Register,  compared  with  45  in  1920. 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Order  were  made  in  1905.  No  action  was  taken  during  1921 
under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Orders. 

The  principal  matters  requiring  attention  are  accumulations 
of  manure  near  the  milking  sheds  and  uncleanliness  on  the  part 
of  milkers.  In  only  a few  instances  is  there  any  appreciation  of 
the  importance  of  cleansing  the  udders. 

SIvAUGHTER-HOUSES  (3). 

Urban  powers  with  respect  to  slaughter-houses  were  sanctioned 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  1920.  By-laws  have  not  yet 
been  made. 

The  Fownhope  and  Much  Dewchurch  slaughter-houses  are 
of  brick  with  concrete  or  asphalt  floors,  draining  to  dumb  wells. 
There  is  water  on  the  premises  in  each  case.  The  Uugwardine 
slaughter-house  is  a brick  building  with  a brick  floor.  The  drains 
discharge  on  to  land  behind  the  building.  There  is  a good  supply 
of  water  on  the  premises. 

BAKEHOUSES  (7). 

There  are  public  Bakehouses  in  the  parishes  of  Credenhill, 
Fownhope  (2),  Tittle  Dewchurch,  Much  Birch  (2),  and  Wel- 
lington. They  are  all  structurally  good. 


The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  not  administered  by  the 
District  Council. 

TENTS,  VANS,  &c. 

A copy  of  the  By-laws  with  respect  to  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds, 
and  similar  structures  adopted  in  1912  will  be  found  at  the  end 
of  the  1912  Report,  together  with  a shortened  form  set  out  in  more 
understandable  terms  than  the  official  phraseology  of  the  actual 
By-laws.  In  order  to  get  these  By-laws  carried  out  the  procedure 
adopted  is  for  the  Inspector  to  take  a copy  of  the  latter  form  and 
read  it  over  to  the  occupier  of  a tent,  &c.  A record  is  kept  of 
those  persons  who  have  had  the  form.  After  a suitable  period 
a re-inspection  is  made,  in  order  to  see  that  the  By-laws  are  being 
carried  out. 
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WORKSHOPS  AND  WORKPLACES. 

From  information  furnished  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  the 
Register  of  the  Workshops  situated  within  the  Hereford  Rural 
District  has  been  revised. 

Attention  has  been  paid  during  the  year  to  the  lime-washing 
of  Blacksmiths’  Shops.

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HOP-PICKERS. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  hop-pickers  came  into  force  in  1909. 
Since  that  date  there  has  been  a very  distinct  improvement  in 
the  quarters  provided  for  the  pickers,  and  without  any  complaints 
from  the  growers  as  to  the  by-laws  being  irksome  or  unreasonable, 

A few  weeks  before  the  arrival  of  the  pickers  the  following 
letter  was  sent  to  the  growers  : — 

In  sending  you  a copy  of  the  By-laws  relating  to  the 
accommodation  of  hop-pickers,  I desire  specially  to  draw  your 
attention  to  the  importance  of  limewashing  all  inside  walls,  the 
cleansing  of  floors,  the  clearing  away  of  manurial  accumulations, 
and  the  provision  of  a proper  water  supply,  cooking  places, 
and  adequate  privy  accommodation.” 

About  2,500  pickers  came  from  outside  Herefordshire  to 
21  farms.  As  few  as  10  to  one  farm  and  as  many  as  700  to  another. 
A detailed  report  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector  disclosed  that  in 
one  instance  the  privy  accommodation  was  bad,  and  in  two  instances 
there  was  no  separate  accommodation  for  the  sexes.  On  page  19 
will  be  found  an  account  of  the  attempt  made  to  secure  a larger 
number  of  home  pickers. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  is  a combined  piped  water  supply  to  some  of  the  houses 
in  the  parishes  of  Fownhope,  Much  Birch,  Stoke  Edith,  Sutton 
and  Westhide.  Shallow  wells  or  springs  provide  supplies  else- 
where. Many  of  these  are  not  actually  on  the  premises.  Where 
dip  wells  are  liable  to  pollution,  as  most  of  them  are,  they  should 
be  dealt  with  as  far  as  practicable  as  suggested  on  page  9.  The 
parishes  of  Aconbury,  Little  Birch  and  Much  Birch,  where  many 
houses  are  particularly  badly  off  for  water,  might  be  supplied 
through  a combined  scheme  from  Aconbuiy^  Hill.  The  Hereford 
City  supply  is  laid  on  to  Burghill,  including  the  Mental  Hospital, 
and  Holmer.  I consider  it  is  a great  pity  that  more  advantage  is 
not  taken  of  the  City  supply  in  all  the  parishes  adjoining  the 
borough.  The  Corporation  would  benefit  financially,  and  the 
Rural  District  from  a public  health  point  of  view.  Of  the  31  water 
samples  analysed  during  1921,  one  was  reported  as  suspicious 
and  nine  as  bad.

Six  houses  drain  into  a common  road  drain  at  Wellington. 
At  Fownhope,  18  houses  and  the  schools  drain  into  the  main  road 
drain.  Some  trouble  was  caused  owing  to  the  blocking  of  this 
drain,  and  a proposal  was  made  to  re-lay  it,  but  the  cost  at  present 
prices  was  deemed  prohibitive.  The  Westhide  drainage  remains  as 
reported  b}^  me  on  page  43  of  the  1919  Report.  The  conditions 
described  on  page  10  apply  veiy^  generally  to  the  Hereford  Rural 
District. 

SCHOOLS  (25). 

The  table  on  page  64  sets  out  the  sanitary  condition,  etc., 
of  the  schools  in  the  Hereford  Rural  District.  On  page  19  will 
be  found  some  general  remarks  and  recommendations  with  respect 
to  schools. 

The  following  schools  were  closed  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  during  1921  : — 

Burghill — 25th  July  to  12th  August — Scarlet  fever. 

Breinton — 27th  April  to  25th  May — Measles. 

Clehonger — nth  January  to  28th  January — Chicken-pox. 

Dinedor — 25th  February  to  24th  March — Severe  colds. 

HOUSING. 

The  housing  scheme  adopted  by  the  Hereford  Rural  District 
Council  in  1919  provided  for  the  erection  of  200  houses  within 
three  years  (see  page  ii).  At  the  end  of  the  year  42  houses  were 
completed  and  occupied  in  the  following  parishes : — Breinton, 
Hampton  Bishop,  Haywood,  Marden,  Mordiford,  Stretton  Sugwas, 
and  Withington.  In  the  parishes  of  Breinton,  Much  Dewchurch 
and  Sutton  14  houses  were  approaching  completion.  On  the 
instruction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  completion  of  the  scheme 
was  abandoned.  Although  sites  had  been  approved  in  several 
parishes  other  than  those  given  above,  no  purchases  had  been 
completed.  Plans  of  the  houses  will  be  found  on  page  59  of  the 
Report  for  1920. 

The  weekly  rentals,  exclusive  of  rates,  are  7s.  6d.  in  Mordiford, 
8s.  in  Breinton,  Haywood,  Marden,  Much  Dewchurch,  Stretton 
Sugwas  and  Sutton,  and  9s.  in  Hampton  Bishop  and  Withington. 
The  tenants  at  the  end  of  the  ^^^ear  included  37  ex-Service  men 
or  their  wives  or  dependents.  The  various  occupations  of  the 
tenants  are : — Agricultural  labourers  (9),  labourers  (7),  railwa}^ 
men  (6),  journeymen  tradesmen  (12),  chauffeurs  (3),  postmep  (i), 
clerks  (2),  widows  (2).

Scarlet  Fever,  i8  cases  in  eight  houses  in  six  parishes.  Two 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Hereford  Rural  Isolation  Hospital  and 
two  to  the  Malvern  Urban  Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria,  5 cases  in  five  houses  in  three  different  parishes. 
One  case  was  removed  to  the  Malvern  Urban  Isolation  Hospital.

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  by 
a District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministiy^  of  Health  and  the  Count>’  Council. 
The  District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntar\'  contri- 
butions and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses 
are  appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent 
are  under  the  super\dsion  of  the  County  Association  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 
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The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  eight  (6  trained)  Midwives  practising  in  the  Rural 
District. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918,  by 
the  County  Council. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. — The  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
provided  by  the  County  Council  in  Ledbury  town  is  available  for 
the  Rural  District.  The  Tuberculosis  Ofiicer  attends  from  12.30 
to  2 p.m.  on  alternate  Tuesdays.  (January  3rd,  1922.) 

A Voluntaiy  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in  Ledbury,  towards  which 
a grant  of  five  pounds  annually  is  made  by  the  County  Council, 
is  available  for  the  Ledbury  Rural  District.

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  (61). 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Mdkshops 
Order  have  been  in  force  since  1906.  A few  of  the  Cowsheds  are 
very  well  kept.  At  most  of  them  there  is  very  little  attention 
paid  either  to  the  personal  cleanliness  of  the  milkers  or  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  surroundings.  At  the  end  of  1921  there  were 
61  dairies  and  cowsheds  on  the  Register.  From  49  milk  is  sent 
to  the  Ledbury  Agricultural  Co-operative  Society.  No  action  w’as 
taken  during  1921  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Orders, 
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SivAUGHTER-HOUSES  (4). 

Urban  Powers  with  respect  to  slaughter-houses  were  sanctioner] 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  1913.  By-laws  have  not  yet 
been  adopted. 

The  slaughter-houses  are  in  the  parishes  of  Bosbury,  Colwall  (2), 
and  Tarrington.  They  are  well  constructed  and  kept  in  a fairly 
satisfactory  condition.  A description  of  the  humane  killer,  which 
is  in  use  at  one  slaughter-house,  will  be  found  on  page  16  of  the 
1910  Report.  I should  like  to  see  this  instrument  in  more  exten- 
sive use. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  public  Bakehouses  are  now  kept  tolerably  clean.  They 
are  in  the  parishes  of  Ashperton,  Bosbury,  Castle  Frome,  Colwall 
(2),  Eastnor,  Mathon  and  Woolhope  {2). 


The  Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  Acts  are  not  administered  by 
the  District  Council. 

HOP-PICKERS. 

During  the  hop-picking  season  I inspected  nearly  one-half 
of  the  hop-yards  in  the  Ledbury  district,  and  although  the  con- 
ditions are  better  at  some  of  them  than  they  were  in  pre-war  days, 
I am  convinced  that  there  will  not  be  any  general  substantial  im- 
provement until  suitable  by-laws  are  adopted  and  enforced.  It 
is  not  fair  to  those  growers  who  do  what  is  requisite  to  ensure  the 
comfort  of  the  pickers  that  a minority  of  growers  should  be  allowed 
to  be  neglectful. 

About  4,000  pickers  came  from  outside  Herefordshire  and 
were  quartered  at  about  40  farms,  as  few  as  12  at  one  farm  and 
as  many  as  400  at  another. 

Special  quarters  are  being  provided  in  an  increasing  degree. 
At  four  farms  there  are  well-constructed  corrugated  iron  Nissen 
huts  with  well-boarded  floors.  A few  farms  have  Army  huts. 
At  one  farm  the  huts  are  lighted  with  electric  light,  and  at  another 
there  is  acetylene  gas.  The  water  supply  as  a rule  is  good,  and 
the  cooking  arrangements  are  an  improvement  on  former  years. 
In  far  too  many  instances  the  privy  accommodation  was  insufficient, 
and  the  scavenging  of  the  privies  inadequate,  so  that  accumulations 
of  filth  were  found  all  over  the  approaches  to  the  closets.  More 
attention  requires  to  be  given  to  the  limewashing  of  the  inside 
walls  of  the  quarters  and  to  the  removal  of  accumulations  of 
manure  from  their  vicinit}’. 
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WATER  vSUPPLY. 

In  Colwall,  Eastnor  and  Tarrington  there  are  combined  piped 
water  supplies.  Wells  with  or  without  pumps,  springs  and  dip 
wells  are  found  elsewhere.  Dip  weUs,  most  of  which  are  liable  to 
pollution,  should  be  dealt  with  as  far  as  practicable  as  suggested 
on  page  9.  Some  of  the  houses  on  the  Bosbury  Officers’  Settle- 
ment are  very  badly  off  for  water,  and  I have  had  a good  deal  of 
correspondence  on  the  matter  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  which  I hope  may  result  in  some  amelioration  of 
the  existing  unsatisfactory  conditions.  At  quite  a large  number 
of  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  district  the  inhabitants  have  to 
go  some  distance  for  their  supplies.  Of  the  14  samples  sent  for 
analysis  in  1921,  two  were  reported  as  suspicious. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

In  Bosbury,  Colwall,  Eastnor  and  Tarrington  there  is  a com- 
bined drainage,  that  at  Colwall  being  on  the  most  extended  scale. 
Elsewhere  the  conditions  described  on  page  10  apply  generally 
to  the  Ledbury  Rural  District. 

SCHOOLS  (19). 

The  table  on  page  79  sets  out  the  sanitary  condition,  etc., 
of  the  schools  in  the  Ledbury  Rural  District.  On  page  19  will  be 
found  some  general  remarks  and  recommendations  with  respect 
to  schools. 

The  following  school  was  closed  by  the  School  Medical  Officer 
during  1921  : — 

Mathon — 7th  March  to  i8th  March — Measles. 

HOUSING. 

The  housing  scheme  adopted  by  the  Ledbur>"  Rural  District 
Council  in  1919  provided  for  the  erection  of  108  houses  within 
three  years  (see  page  ii).  At  the  end  of  1921  there  were  16  houses 
completed  and  occupied  in  the  following  parishes  : Bosbur}^  (2), 
Colwall  (4),  Ledbury  Rural  (6),  and  Wellington  Heath  (4). 

All  the  houses  were  erected  of  concrete  blocks  by  direct  labour, 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  R.  G.  Gurney,  Surveyor  to  the  District 
Council.  Details  and  illustrations  of  them  will  be  found  on 
page  70  of  the  Report  for  1920.

The  tenants  include  13  ex-Service  men  or  their  dependents. 
The  occupations  of  the  tenants  are : Labourers  (6),  journeymen 
tradesmen  (4),  railwaymen  (5),  and  general  dealer  (i). 

When  the  Ministty  of  Health  informed  the  Council  that  the 
scheme  must  be  abandoned,  sites  had  already  been  purchased  in 
Much  Marcle  and  Yarkhill.  The  Council  and  the  Ministrj^  of 
Health  were  in  correspondence  at  the  end  of  1921  as  to  the  disposal 
of  these  sites.  Certain  building  material  on  the  hands  of  the 
Council  when  building  was  stopped,  to  the  value  of  about  £200, 
has  been  and  is  being  sold  under  instructions  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health,

Scarlet  Fever,  22  cases  in  13  houses  in  nine  different  parishes. 
All  the  cases  were  nursed  at  home,  and  there  was  one  death. 

Diphtheria,  3 non-fatal  cases  in  three  different  parishes. 

The  method  of  dealing  with  infectious  disease  in  the  district 
is  described  on  pages  9 and  10  of  the  Report  for  1907. 

There  is  no  isolation  hospital  in  the  Ueominster  Rural  District. 
Every  other  District  Council  of  the  combined  districts  has  either 
provided  a hospital  or  has  made  arrangements  for  the  isolation 
of  cases. 

I repeat  my  recommendation  of  former  years  that  application 
should  be  made  to  the  Hereford  Rural  District  Council  to  take  cases 
from  the  Leominster  Rural  District  into  the  Isolation  Flospital  at 
Stretton  Sugwas. 

PHTHISIS— 7 Cases,  6 Deaths. 

The  six  deaths  occurred,  among  residents  in  the  parishes  of 
Kimbolton,  Kingsland,  Richard’s  Castle,  Stoke  Prior  and  Yarpole. 

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER 
INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE. 

Professional  nursing  in  the  homes — 

(а)  General — A District  Nurse  is  provided  by  the  District 

Nursing  Association  for  the  following  parishes : — 
Croft,  Hope-under-Dinmore,  Kingsland,  Lticton,  Orle- 
ton,  and  Yarpole. 

(б)  For  infectious  diseases — none. 

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  by  a 
District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council. 
The  District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntary  contri- 
butions and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses 
are  appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  seven  (5  trained)  Midwives  practising  in  the  Rural 
District. 

The  Notifications  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918,  by 
the  County  Council. 
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Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. — The  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
provided  by  the  County  Council  in  Teominster  Borough  is  available 
for  the  Ivcominster  Rural  District.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer 
attends  from  2 to  4 p.in.  at  the  Cottage  Hospital  on  alternate 
Fridays.  (January  6th  1922.) 

A Voluntaiy  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in  Leominster  Borough, 
towards  which  a grant  of  five  pounds  annually  is  made  by  the 
County  Council,  is  available  for  the  Leominster  Rural  District.

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  DISINFECTION  AND 
DISINFESTATION. 

There  is  no  steam  disinfector  available.  Disinfection  is  carried 
out  with  Formalin  lamps  and  spraying  with  Formalin. 

The  number  of  rooms  disinfected  was  27,  and  the  number 
of  lots  of  bedding  was  27.  Four  Schools  were  disinfected. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  (62). 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Orders  have  been  in  force  since  1908.  At  the  end  of  1921  there 
were  62  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  on  the  Register. 

At  many  of  the  farms  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
personal  cleanliness  of  the  milkers.  Accumulations  of  manure, 
sometimes  right  up  to  the  milking  sheds,  is  found  far  too  often. 

Action  was  taken  during  1921  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds, 
and  Milkshops  Orders  in  12  instances. 

SEAUGHTER-HOUSES  (4). 

Urban  Powers  with  respect  to  slaughter-houses  were  granted 
in  1914.  By-laws  have  not  yet  been  adopted. 

The  slaughter-houses  are  in  the  parishes  of  Brimfield,  Kings- 
land,  Orleton  and  Richard’s  Castle. 

They  have  not  been  used  much  since  the  war. 

BAKEHOUSES  (7). 

There  are  Bakehouses  in  the  parishes  of  Bodenham,  Brimfield, 
Kingsland,  Middleton,  Orleton,  Puddlestone  and  Yarpole.  They 
are  kept  in  a fairly  clean  condition. 

The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  not  administered  by 
the  District  Council. 


HOP-PICKERS. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  hop-pickers  have  been  in  force  since 
1908,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  is  a vast 
difference  in  the  condition  of  the  quarters  in  the  past  few  years, 
principally  as  regards  the  cleanliness  of  the  inside  walls  and  floors, 
the  removal  of  manure  and  the  adequacy  of  closet  accommodation. 
About  300  pickers  came  from  outside  Herefordshire  to  eight  farms, 
as  few  as  7 to  one  and  as  many  as  90  to  another. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  the  parish  of  Hope  and  in  the  Ashton  part  of  Eye  there 
are  combined  piped  water  supplies.  An  attempt  was  made  to 
obtain  a supply  from  the  Leominster  Borough  mains  for  some  of 
the  houses  in  Luston,  but  the  negotiations  fell  through.  I think 
it  is  a great  pity  that  efforts  should  not  be  made  to  make  more 
use  of  the  Leominster  supply  in  the  parishes  adjoining  that  town. 
In  the  survey  compiled  with  great  care  by  Mr.  D.  W.  Cave,  Sanitar}^ 
Inspector,  he  found  that  one-third  of  the  houses  in  the  Rural 
District  have  no  supply  on  the  premises,  and  that  in  more  than 
250  instances  it  is  more  than  100  yards  distant.  Dip  wells,  most 
of  which  are  open  to  pollution,  should  be  dealt  with,  as  far  as 
practicable,  on  the  lines  suggested  on  page  9.  Of  the  18  samples 
sent  for  analysis  in  1921,  eight  were  reported  as  bad. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

In  the  parish  of  Kingsland  there  is  a combined  drain  serving 
most  of  the  houses  in  the  main  street.  It  has  very  little  fall,  and 
is  flushed  periodically  from  an  adjoining  stream.  In  1921  there 
were  19  privy  closets  converted  to  pail  closets.  The  conditions 
described  on  page  10  apply  very  generally  to  the  Leominster  Rural 
District. 


SCHOOLS  (17). 

The  table  on  page  93  sets  out  the  sanitary  condition,  etc., 
of  the  schools  in  the  Leominster  Rural  District.  On  page  19  will 
be  found  some  general  remarks  and  recommendations  with  respect 
to  schools. 

The  following  schools  were  closed  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  during  1921  : — 

Brimfield — 8th  November  to  25th  November — Whooping 
Cough  (by  order  of  District  Council).

HOUSING. 

The  housing  scheme  adopted  by  the  Leominster  Rural  District 
Council  in  1919  provided  for  the  erection  of  25  houses  within 
three  years.  At  the  end  of  1921  there  were  occupied  20  houses 
in  the  following  parishes : Bodenham,  Brimfield,  Kingsland, 
Little  Hereford,  and  Luston.  Plans  and  description  of  these 
houses  win  be  found  on  page  84  of  the  Report  ,for  1920. 

Wlien  the  Ministry  of  Health  infomied  the  Council  that  the 
scheme  must  be  abandoned,  no  building  sites  were  left  on  the 
hands  of  the  Council. 

The  w^eekly  rentals,  exclusive  of  rates,  is  7s.  6d.  The  tenants 
include  eight  ex-Service  men.  The  occupations  of  the  tenants 
are  agricultural  labourers  (4),  railwaymen  (2),  journeymen  trades- 
men (4),  motor  drivers  (3),  clerk  (i),  postman  (i),  retired  tradesman 

(i),  widows  (4,  three  of  whom  are  widows  of  ex-Service  men).

The  Weobley  Council  pays  a retaining  fee  to  the  Plereford 
Rural  District  Council  for  two  beds  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  of 
the  latter  Authority.  In  1921  four  cases  were  treated  there  from 
Weobley,  and  89  cases  in  the  previous  ten  years.

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER

Professional  nursing  in  the  homes — 

{a)  General — A District  Nurse  is  provided  by  the  District 
Nursing  Association  for  the  following  parishes : — 
Almeley,  Birley,  Bishopstone,  Brinsop,  Bridge  Sollars, 
Brobury,  Byford,  Canon  Pyon,  Kinnersley,  King’s 
Pyon,  Letton,  Mansel  Lacy,  Mansel  Gamage,  Moccas, 
Monnington,  Norton  Canon,  Preston-on-Wye,  Staun- 
ton-on-Wye,  Weobley,  Wormesley  and  Yazor. 

(h)  For  infectious  diseases — none. 

The  nursing  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council  but  by 
a District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  and  receives 
grants  from  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  in  its  turn  is 
subsidised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council. 
The  District  Association  is  supported  by  local  voluntary  contri- 
butions and  by  a grant  from  the  Board  of  Guardians.  The  Nurses 
are  appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

The  Mid  WIVES  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  six  (three  trained)  Midwives  practising  in  the 
Rural  District. 
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The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918, 
by  the  County  Council. 

Ceinic  and  Treatment  Centres. — The  Tuberculosis  Dis- 
pensaries provided  by  the  County  Council  in  Hereford  and  Deo- 
minster  are  available  for  the  Weobley  Rural  District. 

A Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  to  which  a grant  of  five 
pounds  annually  is  made  by  the  County  Council,  is  established  at 
Weobley,  with  branches  at  King’s  Pyon  and  Dilwyn.

— A Motor  Ambulance,  owned  by  the 
Hereford  Rural  District  Council,  stationed  at  the  City  Garage, 
Eign  Street,  Hereford  (Telephone  1174),  is  available  for  the  removal 
of  infectious  cases  on  payment  of  mileage  charges. 

A Motor  Ambulance,  presented  by  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society,  is  stationed  at  Messrs.  Connelly  Bros.,  Commercial  Road, 
Hereford  (Telephone,  1039),  available  for  the  removal  of 

non-infectious  cases  on  payment  of  mileage  charges.

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  DISINFECTION  AND 
DISINFESTATION. 

The  steam  disinfector  at  the  Hereford  Union  Workhouse, 
Hereford,  is  available  for  the  Weobley  Rural  District.  One  lot 
of  bedding  was  disinfected  in  it  during  1921. 

Household  disinfection  is  carried  out  with  Formalin  lamps 
and  Formalin  spray.  The  number  of  rooms  disinfected  was  20, 
and  the  number  of  lots  of  bedding,  &c.,  was  15.  Two  Schools 
were  disinfected  during  the  year. 
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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  (5). 

No  regulations  with  respect  to  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have 
been  made.  Greater  cleanliness  in  the  surroundings  and  on  the 
part  of  the  milkers  is  necessary.  I repeat  my  recommendation 
of  former  years  that  Regulations  should  be  made. 

At  the  end  of  1921  there  were  five  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  on 
the  Register.  No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order. 

SEAUGHTER-HOUSES  (3). 

I recommend  that  application  should  be  made  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  under  the  provisions  of  Section  276  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  for  an  Order  investing  the  District  Council  with  powers 
to  make  By-laws  with  respect  to  slaughter-houses. 

The  grounds  on  which  I consider  such  application  should  be 
made  are  the  difiiculty  of  efficient  supervision  when  the  occupier 
has  no  definite  regulations  to  follow  and  the  impossibility  of 
adequate  inspection  of  meat  slaughtered  on  premises  over  which 
we  have  no  control. 

It  is  not  possible  to  say  in  which  parishes  slaughter-houses 
are  likely  to  be  required  in  the  future.  I consider  that  the  Order 
if  made  should  apply  to  the  Weobley  Rural  District. 

There  are  at  present  slaughter-houses  in  Dilwyn,  Staunton- 
on-Wye  and  Weobley.  They  are  kept  in  a fairly  good  condition. 

BAKEHOUSES  (8). 

There  are  Bakehouses  in  Canon  Pyon,  Dilwyn,  Kinnersley, 
Preston-on-Wye  and  Weobley  (4).  They  are  kept  fairly  well. 


The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  not  administered  by  the 
District  Council. 

TENTS,  VANS,  &c. 

A copy  of  the  By-laws  with  respect  to  Tents,  Vans  and  similar 
structures  adopted  in  1912  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  1912 
Report,  together  with  a shortened  form  set  out  in  more  under- 
standable terms  than  the  official  phraseology  of  the  actual  By-laws. 
In  order  to  get  these  By-laws  carried  out  the  procedure  adopted 
is  for  the  Inspector  to  take  a copy  of  the  latter  form  and  read  it 
over  to  the  occupier  of  a tent,  &c.  A record  is  kept  of  those  persons 
who  have  had  the  form.  After  a suitable  period  a re-inspection 
is  made,  in  order  to  see  that  the  By-laws  are  being  carried  out. 
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WATER  SUPPEY. 

There  is  a combined  piped  water  supply  to  14  houses  and 
Jarvis’s  School  Buildings  in  the  parish  of  Staunton-on-Wye,  and 
in  the  parish  of  Eetton  to  six  houses.  Elsewhere  supplies  are 
obtained  from  wells  and  springs.  In  the  Report  for  1920  (page  93) 
I referred  to  the  condition  of  the  central  part  of  Weobley  parish 
as  regards  water  supplies,  and  I very  much  regret  that  no  action 
has  been  taken  to  improve  matters.  The  question  was  discussed 
at  a Parish  Meeting  which  I attended,  and  although  many  of  the 
inhabitants  were  in  favour  of  providing  an  improved  supply,  it 
was  decided  by  a majority  of  those  present  to  take  no  action. 
One  of  these  days  there  will  be  a rude  awakening  for  the  opponents 
of  the  proposed  scheme.  There  are  dip  wells  in  the  district  which 
are  liable  to  be  polluted.  They  should  be  dealt  with,  as  far  as 
practicable,  on  the  lines  suggested  on  page  9.  Of  the  27  samples 
sent  for  analysis  in  1921,  five  were  reported  as  suspicious  and 
five  bad. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

P'or  about  100  houses  in  Weobley  there  is  a main  sewer  laid 
in  1893.  A description  of  the  outfall,  etc.,  will  be  found  on  page  134 
of  the  Report  for  1906.  The  Workhouse  drainage  is  described 
on  page  94  of  the  Report  for  1920.  There  is  combined  drainage 
for  Jarvis’s  Schools  and  14  houses  in  Staunton-on-Wye,  for  a few 
houses  in  Dilwyn,  and  for  three  in  Canon  Pyon.  The  conditions 
described  on  page  10  apply  very  generally  to  the  Weobley  Rural 
District. 

SCHOOES  (15). 

The  table  on  page  107  sets  out  the  sanitary  condition,  etc., 
of  the  schools  in  the  Weobley  Rural  District.  On  page  19  whl 
be  found  some  general  remarks  and  recommendations  with  respect 
to  schools. 

No  schools  were  closed  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  during 
1921. 

HOP-PICKERS. 

By-laws  with  respect  to  hop-pickers  have  been  in  force  since 
1907,  and  have  had  the  effect  of  very  considerably  improving 
the  conditions  under  which  the  pickers  are  housed.  On  the  ten 
hop-farms  on  which  are  employed  pickers  from  outside  the  district 
there  were  quartered  about  350  pickers.  A few  weeks  before 
the  picking  begins  a communication  is  sent  to  the  growers  setting 
out  the  requirements. 
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HOUSING. 

The  housing  scheme  adopted  by  the  Weobley  Rural  District 
Council  in  1920  provided  for  the  erection  of  60  houses,  40  of  which 
were  to  be  completed  within  three  years  (see  page  ii). 

Plans  for  parlour  and  non-parlour  types  of  houses  w^ere  ap- 
proved by  the  Council.  Sites  in  the  parishes  of  Canon  Pyon, 
Eardisland,  Kinnersley  and  Staunton-on- Wye  were  approved 
by  the  Housing  Commissioner,  but  were  not  conveyed  at  the  time 
the  Ministry  of  Health  informed  the  Council  that  the  scheme 
must  be  abandoned.

The  Nurses 
are  appointed  by  the  District  Association,  and  to  a limited  extent 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Association  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  who  is  also  County  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

The  Midwives  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 
There  are  two  (both  trained)  midwives  practising  in  Bromyard. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Acts  are  administered  by  virtue 
of  the  County  of  Hereford  (Notification  of  Births)  Order,  1918,  by 
the  County  Council.

By-laws  with  respect  to  common  lodging- 
houses,  based  on  the  model  series,  are  in  force. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  scavenging  of  the  streets  is  carried  out  daily  by  the 
Council’s  workmen.  House  refuse  is  removed  weekly  at  the  cost 
of  the  Council.  During  the  summer  months  the  streets  are  watered 
with  a solution  of  calcium  chloride. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

An  account  of  the  sewerage  and  drainage  of  the  town  will 
be  found  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1920,  page  105. 
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WATER  SUPPLY.

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  two  public  elementary  schools  in  the  Urban  District, 
with  an  aggregate  accommodation  for  310  pupils. 

Water-closets  are  provided  and  the  drainage  of  both  schools 
is  connected  with  the  public  sewers. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health — PIerbert  Jones,  D.P.H.  (Camb.), 

who  is  also  M.O.H.  for  the  Herefordshire  Combined  District. 
One-half  his  salary  is  contributed  from  Exchequer  grants. 
Sanitary  Inspector— . D.  Barrs,  who  is  also  Surveyor  to  the 

Bromyard  Urban  District.  One-half  his  salarj^  is  contributed 

from  Exchequer  grants. 

HOUSING. 

The  general  Housing  conditions  are  practically  unaltered 
from  those  recorded  on  page  129  for  the  Report  for  1919. 

The  Scheme  for  the  erection  of  40  houses  was  adopted  by 
the  Council  on  26th  March,  1920. 

At  the  end  of  1921  there  were  nearing  completion  eight  houses 
situated  at  the  Knapp. 

At  the  survey  made  in  October,  1919,  there  were  recorded  131 
working  class  houses  with  only  two  bedrooms,  157  with  only  three, 
and  18  with  four.  There  were  151  houses  with  parlours.  There 
were  43  houses  (occupied  by  255  persons),  which  wvre  over-crowded. 
There  were  no  empty  habitable  houses. 

On  the  2ist  August,  1920,  I made  an  official  representation 
under  part  I.  of  the  Housing,  Working  Classes  Act,  1890,  relating 
to  the  Milsom  Lane  area. 

The  Schedule  to  the  Representation  will  be  found  on  page  108 
of  the  Report  for  1920. 

Formal  resolutions  approving  the  Representation  were  sent 
by  the  District  Council  to  the  Minister  of  Health,  and  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act  have  been  complied  with,  but  up  to  the  time  of 
writing  the  Minister  has  neither  approved  nor  disapproved  the 
scheme. 

There  can  be  no  qu  estion  as  to  the  need  for  more  working-class 
houses  in  the  town.
